This  almost  unique  and  valuable  service  to  the  community  has  continued 
to  carry  on  during  the  year  under  its  Commandant,  Mrs .Phyllis  Wicks. 
Vacancies  among  its  officers  were  replaced  and  the  number  of  staff  has 
actually  increased.  Two  auxiliary  stations  have  operated  at  More  Road 
and  Redcliffe  Bay.  Two  courses  of  training  in  nursing  were  taken  and  all 
passed  their  examinations.  Some  members  took  hospital  training  at  Ham 
Green  and  Weston-super-Mare.  All  staff  work  voluntarily.

10.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Water  is  available  as  piped  supply  to  all  houses  in  the  District  and 
is  supplied  by  Bristol  Waterworks  Company.  There  has  been  no  shortage 
at  any  time  on  account  of  a  very  wet  summer.  However,  the  Company  found 
it  necessary  to  supply  larger  quantities  from  Che Ivey,  whose  water  is  of 
great  hardness. 

The  water  is  regularly  examined  bacteriologically  by  the  Company. 

One  sample  from  a  spring  supply  at  St.Mary's  Road  proved  to  be  of  doubtful 
purity,  but  further  examinations  enabled  us  to  remove  restrictions.

Flooding  of  Sewers. 

I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  there  were  very  few  instances  of 
flooding  in  Portishead  in  I960.  The  general  pattern  of  maintenance  work 
over  the  last  four  years  of  regular  gully  pot  emptying,  grit  trap  emptying, 
sewer  dragging  and  ditch  olearing,  together  with  the  provision  of  additional 
flushing  supplies  and  flushing  work  has  cleaned  out  a  number  of  blocked  or 
partially  blocked  foul  and  surface  water  sewers  thereby  reducing  flooding 
from  a  frequent  occurrence  to  a  rare  one. 

The  only  incidents  of  flooding  occurring  to  my  knowledge  in  I960 
were  due  to  locally  blocked  gully  gratings  causing  a  local  flood  on  the 
road  in  a  storm.  There  were  no  cases  of  sewage  from  the  sewers  being 
forced  out  by  flood  water. 

12.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

House  refuse  is  removed  by  direct  labour,  using  one  Karrier  Diesel 
Refuse  Truck,  supplemented  by  an  Austin  3-ton  lorry,  fitted  with  a 
Homogarth  removable  refuse  top  when  required. 

Road  gullies  and  sewer  grit  traps  are  emptied  twice  a  year  by  contract 
by  the  Council. 

Cesspool  emptying  is  done  by  private  arrangement  with  a  contractor.

20.  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

The  question  of  atmospherio  pollution,  particularly  concerning  the 
Central  Electricity  Generating  Board's  Power  Station  and  the  Phosphorus 
Factory  of  Messrs .Alb right  &  Wilson  Ltd.,  is  under  constant  review  and 
regular  analyses  from  deposit  gauges  are  made  under  the  supervision  of 
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Dr.G-.V.  James.  The  continual  rise  in  atmospheric  pollution  was  probably  due 
to  the  excessive  rainfall  which  was  over  higher  than  1959»  During  the 
past  year  the  positions  of  the  gauges  and  sulphur  candles  were  moved  on  the 
advice  of  Dr. James  and  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research 
v/ere  notified  accordingly. 

In  addition  there  is  a  consultative  committee  with  Messrs. Alb right  & 
Wilson  Ltd.  which  meets  periodically  to  discuss  any  matter  of  complaint. 

During  the  year  a  series  of  observations  of  white  smoke  emissions 
from  stacks  and  buildings  during  daylight  and  darkness  were  taken  in  the 
early  part  of  the  summer  at  Messrs. Albright  &  Wilson's  Ltd.  in  an  attempt 
to  establish  whether  emissions  were  greater  during  darkness  when  staff 
was  reduced.  No  positive  conclusions  were  reached  and  further  observations 
are  to  be  made  when  the  factory  is  on  peak  loading. 

Reasonably  close  liason  had  also  been  maintained  with  the  Central 
Electricity  Generating  Board.

22.  CONCLUSION. 

This  has  been  another  year*  of  consolidation  and  steady  progress  in  the 
Council 1  s  activities.  The  District  remains  a  very  healthy  one  in  »;hich  to 
live.  The  chief  housing  demands  have  been  for  old  people's  bungalows  ana  a 
marked  expansion  in  private  enterprise  development  giving  a  4$  increase  in 
population  end  houses  built  over  1959  •  There  still  remains  a  considerable 
need  for  the  re-housing  of  old  people  and  the  Council  have  made  detailed  and 
advanced  steps  to  eradicate  these. 

The  careful  and  systematic  maintenance  and  improvements  carried  ou*  by 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  District's  sewer  system  has  resulted  in 
a  practical,  elimination  of  past  problems  in  this  direction.  A  considerable 
achievement  when  considering  difficulties  involved. 
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CONCLUSION  (Contd), 

Atmospheric  pollution  has  become  an  inevitable  part  of  our  daily  lives 
in  a  district  which  nay  carries  quite  a  large  amount  of  heavy  industry,  be 
must  never  be  content  until  methods  can  be  adequately  devised  to  rid  our 
atmosphere  of  these  obnoxious  and  unhealthy  products  whose  presence  are  a 
blemish  on  an  otherwise  comparatively  clean  area. 

Our  standards  of  hygiene  are  continually  rising  in  the  preparation  and 
sale  of  all  edible  goods  and  there  have  been  few  complaints  and  no  prosecutions 
during  the  year. 

Immunisation  for  diptheria  and  poliomyelitis  was  quite  satisfactory 
regarding  the  younger  age  groups  but  I  would  like  to  see  more  people  over  the 
age  of  30  years  coming  forward  for  poliomyelitis  immunisation. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Council  together  with  the  Clerk  and  officers  in  their 
careful  understanding  and  enthusiasm  in  furthering  the  development  of  better 
health  and  cleanliness  in  our  District,
